Nix on to 
End Draft 
In J uly 


San Clemente, Calif. (UPI) 


— In a mov e certain to be fa­ 
v orably receiv ed by the na­ 
tion’s y oung v oters, President 
Nix on announced Monday that 


he would end the draft by J uly . 
Following a meeting with De­ 
fense Secretary M e l v i n R. 
Laird, Nix on issued a state­ 
ment say ing he would not seek 
ex tension of induction author­ 
ity from Congress when the 
current draft law ex pires at 
the end of J une. 
Laird presented Nix on with 
the results of a detailed, three- 
y ear Pentagon study on shift­ 
ing to an all-v olunteer armed 
force. 


“ The ex perience of the past 
three y ears, as indicated in 
this report, seems to show that 
sufficient numbers of v olun­ 
teers can be attracted to the 
armed forced to meet peace­ 
time manpower needs and that 
ending all dependence on the 
draft will be consistent with 
maintaining the force lev el and 
degree of readiness necessary 
to meet our v ital, long-term 
national security needs,” Nix on 
said.

Nebraskans 
will 
welcome 
the 
prospect 
of being No. I in the nation in completion 
of its interstate Highway sy stem. They can 
rejoice in anticipation of the entire east-west 
1-80 rou te ricing open from the Missou ri Riv er 
to the Colorado and Wy oming lines in 197 4, 
ahead of parallel rou tes across Kansas and 
Sou th Dakota. 
There wou ld appear to be at least two 
reasons for this Nebraska record, aside from 
the diligence of its workers, the ex pertise of 
its contractors and su itability of its terrain. 


First of all, finishing the Interstate in 
Nebraska was abou t the easiest assignment 
in the whole nation-wide network, 


This is becau se Nebraska, qu ite blu ntly , 
was badly shortchanged on the 
amou nt of 
Interstate Highway it was awarded. 
Unlike 
v irtu ally ev ery other state, Nebraska has bu t 
one Interstate rou te across it. This perm itted 
a concentration of planning and constru ction 
that perhaps was impossible in any other state. 
Secondly , Nebraskans were so concerned 
in the early day s ov er where and when this 
single strip wou ld be bu ilt, that they pu t an 
inordinate amou nt of heat on the au thorities 
in charge. The hassle ov er whether to pu t 
the early emphasis in Omaha or across the 
state — cu lminating in formation of the G reater 
Nebraska Interstate (GNI) organized to au dit 
and monitor the progress — no dou bt ac­ 
celerated the total u ndertaking. 


Ea rly co mpletio n o f the Intersta te, a nd 
its heav y u sage by Nebraskans and ou t-of- 
staters 
can 
be 
a 
two-edged 
s w o r d , 
howev er. 


Ju st as the American pu blic keeps raising 
its standard of liv ing as it achiev es m ore afflu ­ 
ence, so it boosts its standard of driv ing as 
it discov ers the safety , speed and comfort of 
Interstaite-ty pe 
highway s. 
The 
Interstate, 
in 


short, will m erely whet the driv ing appetite 
of Nebraskans for more of this kind of road 
across the great gaps that are missed by this 
federally -initiated program . 
Unfortu nately , the prospect of su ch rou tes 
in other parts of the state, throu gh the proposed 
ex pressway -freeway sy stem anticipated in the 
highway program dev eloped in the late 1960s, 
appears more remote today than ev er. 
Corridor stu dies are being made, to be 
su re. Bu t so are w arrant stu dies aimed at 
v alidating 
rou te 
decisions 
already made. 
Im portant segments, su ch as the east loop 
arou nd Lincoln, are hu ng u p in adm inistrativ e 
red tape.

Withou t 
borrowing, 
throu gh 
issu ance 
of 
bonds, it is impossible to see how Nebraska 
can add ex pressway -freeway constru ction to its 
completion of the Interstate and attention ta 
standard highway s. 
There is the fu rther concern that, hav ing 
finished its Interstate, Nebraska will lose the 
flow of federal fu nds that has been coming 
in for this pu rpose. This u ndou btedly will hap­ 
pen u nless Congress and the federal Department 
of Transportation both say Nebraska shou ld 
continu e receiv ing its old Interstate allotment. 
The state wou ld hav e a more conv incing 
claim on this continu ity , it appears, if it can 
point to a fierce determ ination 
to mov e ahead 
with 
the 
ex pressway -freeway 
program , 
the 
nearest thing to the Interstate itself. 


In the absence of this sort of display 
by the Ex on adm inistration, it might fail 
on

Co mmittee pro ba bly to o k the lesser o f two 
unplea sa nt cho ices. 


When controv ersy arose ov er white racist 
policies of Rhodesia, two cou rses were open 
to the committee. It cou ld bar Rhodesia from 
the gam es, or it cou ld 
allow Rhodesia to 
participate bu t su rely lose, throu gh a boy cott, 
sev eral African nations and a nu m ber of black 
athletes from America and other cou ntries. 
Ideally , the Oly mpics shou ld be as wide 
a 
testing as possible of indiv idu al athletic 
ability . Rhodesia’s ou ster narrows the testing. 


Bu t the boy cott wou ld hav e narrowed it ev en 
more. 
Fu rther, the absence of black athletes from 
the 197 2 gam es wou ld hav e awakened ominou s 
memories from the past. In 
1 9 3 6, the la st time 
the Oly mpics were held in Germany , Adolph 
H itler snu bbed the blacks. To help' lay that 
memory to rest, it is essential tha t a s ma ny 
black entrants as possible compete this y ear 
in Mu nich. 
That the Oly mpics can be u sed fo r political

Miami Beach — In the great pile of pastel 
that is Miami Beach, the Repu blican party 
has fou nd a m atu rity it has not known before 
and a u nity abou t 
which it had been able 
heretofore only wistfu lly to talk. 
Two political parties meeting in the same 
city within the space of abou t 
a month hav e 
rev ersed 
roles 
in the 
most ex traordinary 
political conv u lsion in ou r history . 


A Demo cra tic pa rty tha t ha d been 
the 
fa ther o f interna tio na lism, the hera ld o f a co n­ 
cept fo r a v ery big America , retrea ted here in 
July into a querulo us kind o f “ mo d” iso la tio nism 
in its to ta l preo ccupa tio n with wha t it sa w a s 
wro ng a bo ut America ’s inner life. 


A Repu blican party which only a generation 
ago had been 
only u nwillingly dragged 
into 
the big, rou nd world now alone accepts a com mit­ 
ment — of old Democratic origin — to the 
obligations of a global power. 
In the early 1930s the GOP was fortress 
America. In the 197 0s the Democratic party 
u nder George McGov ern is so concerned with 
domestic issu es that it draws ev er inward u pon 
itself.

Marie Arno t cho se this 19 10 
quo te o f Winsto n Churchill to 
set the mo o d and temper o f 
a repo rt she co mpiled in 19 70 
fo r 
the 
Nebraska 
Eco no mic 
Dev elo pment Dept. It was en­ 
titled ‘‘Fo r Better o r Wo rse? 
N e b r aska’s 
Misdemeanant 
Co rrectio nal Sy stem.” 
The repo rt, a study o f the 
penal 
sy stem 
in 
Nebraska, 
made 
her 
perhaps 
as 
un­ 
po pular amo ng N e b r as k a 
sheriffs and po lice chiefs as 
so me o f 
the criminals 
they 
ho used in the jails she co n­ 
demned. 
No w, two y ears later, the 
number o f jails in the state 
has dwindled but co nditio ns in 
them appear nearly as bad as 
ev er, allege many perso ns who 
are 
bent 
o n 
changing 
the 
sy stem o f peno lo gy practiced 
in Nebraska. 
One go al amo ng these o ften- 
called “ bleeding heart” refo rm­ 
ists is regio nal co rrectio nal in­ 
stitutio ns — mo re 
co mmo nly 
kno wn as regio nal jails. Ano th­ 
er go al is to relegate the ro le o f 
mo st no nmetro po litan co unty 
and city jails to that o f a lo ck­ 
up. So me ev en pro po se to do 
away with all o ther jails en­ 
tirely . 
Co ncept Oppo sed 
Altho ugh 
n o t 
co llectiv ely , 
law enfo rcement o f f i c i al s 
generally o ppo se the regio nal 
jail co ncept, while peno lo gists, 


so cio lo gists, 
health 
o fficials 
and o thers suppo rt it. 
Few 
sheriffs 
in 
Nebraska 
fav o r the idea o f shutting do wn 
their co unty jails to establish 
a 
r e g i o n al 
rehabilitatio n 
facility many miles away fro m 
their o ffices. 


J ails are mo re than a place 
to 
ho use 
“ criminals” 
o r 
perso ns awaiting judgment o n 
their guilt o r inno cence. 
J ails are 
to a 
sheriff o r 
po lice chief what a thro ne is 
to a king, a sy mbo l o f po wer, 
acco rding to so me perso ns ad­ 
v o cating jail refo rm. J ails are 
also a so urce o f jo bs, inco me 
and o ften friendship. 
A co unty judge in no rtheast 
Nebraska said recently that he 
“ wo uldn’t 
want 
my 
do g 
to 
spend a night in o ur co unty 
jail.” 
The judge, who asked no t 
to be identified, echo ed a sen­ 


timent 
that 
many 
o t h e r 
Nebraska judges hav e admit­ 
ted priv ately : “ The reaso n I 
do n’t send mo re peo ple to jail 
is because the jail is no t a 
fit place to send them.” 


On 
the 
o ther 
hand, 
pro ­ 
po nents o f jails argue that they 
are no t meant to be co mfo rt 
statio ns, ev en fo r perso ns no t 
y et co nv icted o f a crime. 


The no rtheast N e b r a s k a 
judge said he is so metimes 
criticized 
fo r 
being 
so ft o n 
criminals when he lets so me 
o f them o ff witho ut jail sen­ 
tences, Generally , the o ffender 
is placed o n p r o b at i o n , 
altho ugh mo st co unties do no t 
hav e an o rganized pro batio n 
pro gram. 
“ I’d 
pro bably 
send 
mo re 
peo ple to jail if I tho ught it 
wo uld do them so me go o d,” 
the judge said. 
He did no t mean that he 
wo uld send all perso ns co n­ 
v icted o f a crime to a decent 
jail 
if 
o ne 
were 
av ailable. 
What he had in mind was mo re 
than just 
a jail: 
a facility 
which wo uld pro v ide medical 
aid, a rehabilitatio n pro gram 
and decent liv ing quarters. 
The no rtheast N e b r as k a 
judge was eager to talk abo ut

o fficials, did no t want to be

and 
Administratio n o f J u s t i c e 
w h i c h criticized

practices. And this y ear the 
Nebraska 
Crime 
Co mmissio n 
began 
handing o ut 
federal 
grants 
to 
finance 
feasibility 
studies 
o n 
the 
co ncept 
o f 
regio nal 
co rrectio nal 
institu­ 
tio ns. 
Feasibility 
studies, 
co sting 
an av erage o f $15,000 each in 
federal mo ney , are in pro gress 
o r planned in nearly 
half o f 
Nebraska’s 9 3 co unties. 
The 
Arno t 
study , 
highly 
critical o f jails statewide, sug­ 
gested 
sweeping changes, 
in­ 
cluding the who lesale clo sing 
o f 
many 
jails in fav o r 
o f 
regio nal centers. 
Altho ugh the N e b r a s k a 
Crime Co mmissio n made so me 
alteratio ns, it did ado pt mo st 
o f the philo so phy co ntained in 
the Arno t repo rt. 
In its 19 72 Criminal J ustice 
Actio n Plan, the co mmissio n 
said: 
“ Co unty sheriffs

Nebraska are respo nsible fo r

In the matter of credit records, 
some women charge that w'hen a woman 
marries, she loses any credit rating 
she might hav e bu ilt u p w-hen single, 
becau se her name is pu t u nder a joint 
file with her hu sband 


this is Credit Bu reau of Lincoln 
practice, manager Ken Opp confirmed. 
When a woman marries, ev en if she 
continu es to work, no separate file on 
her is kept, he said. 


Files of formerly single women are 
‘ destroy ed after three y ears, u nless a 
written requ est to sav e them is receiv ­ 
ed,” at tile Bu reau , he said. 
“ Most women simply don’t know 
this happens to them,” Ms. Trombley 
said of the policy . “And if her hu sband’s 
credit rating is bad. it reflects on 
her.” 
She stressed the importance of a 
woman’s secu ring an indiv idu al credit 
rating, and said a woman, if thru st

—Only a small minority of 
iii** 93 counties have chosen 
to participate in a work-release 
program, although legislation 
authorizing it has existed since

are 
there regular c o m m u n i t y 
visitors, which suggests a lack 
o f 
community 
involvement 
or concern. 
—Altho ug h some 73% of ja il 
trusties were used to clean and 
maintain the cells, only three 
prisoners 
were paid for their 
services. 
—The po ssibility a nd mea ns 
o f self-ha rm o r suicide exist 
in nearly every' jail. (However,

“ Thousands of memory tests 
hav e been conducted, but they 
only go back a year or two 
because the subjects usually 
aren’t av ailable for retesting,” 
the Ohio Wesleyan Univ ersity 
professor said. 
“ In my pro­ 
ject, I can study how well we 
recall from 45 years ago.” 
Bahrick plans to test about 
500 persons within 
the next 
year and has dev ised sev eral 
testing procedures. 


He will use a free recall 
test, hav ing the subject name. 
as many old classmates as he 
can. 
Bahrick 
also will 
mix 
photos from different schools 
and see how many classmates 
can be picked out. 


The 
psychologist 
also will 
gather data by a “ prompting” 
test—stirring the memory with 
a picture to get a name, sub­ 
jects also will be giv en a list 
of names to match with pic­ 
tures. 


Bahrick will try to control 
the test by matching results 
of students from similarly siz­ 
ed schools. 


He 
naturally 
expects 
the 
memory of recent graduates 
to be sharper than those of 
IO, 20 and 30 years ago, but 
said he’s taking nothing for 
granted. 
“ I’m going to feed a1! the 
data into a computer and try 
to come up with a memory 
curv e, going from the present 
back 
to 45 years,” Bahrick 
said. 
Bahrick agreed his methods 
are not the most scientific, but 
he thought it was time for 
a 
long 
range study 
of the 
memory.
